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British Movement and Guns 


In April 1977, and later in July 1978, Searchlight featured articles showing quite 
clearly that British Movement was selling ex-United States Army Manuals giving 
detailed instructions on the construction of incendiary and explosive devices, and also 
giving carefully selected members “training up to officer standard”’. 

We pointed out at the time that there could only be one outcome to such activities 
and needless to say it comes as no surprise to learn of the arrest of Rod Roberts, a 
member of British Movement in Birmingham, on a charge of being in possession of 
prohibited weapons. 

A great deal has been said about the ‘Anarchists Cook Book’ in the trial of a number 
of anarchists now taking place in London, but neo-Nazi organisations have been 
proved to be selling their members much more sophisticated manuals without any 
apparent concern on the part of the authorities. 

When Lord Brockway raised the matter in 1977 with Lord Wells-Pestell, the govern- 
ment spokesman in the House of Lords, he received an answer that was tantamount to 
a brush-off. Such complacency towards organisations that are motivated by an almost 
pathological racial hatred and eulogisc Nazism, like the British Movement, creates 
conditions that put the safety of many people in jeopardy. 


The French Connection 


GRECE is an organisation boasting 5,000 members in France dedicated to making the 
theories of racial superiority and heredity respectable. Its most influential members 
are grouped around the magazine of the right-wing Conservative newspaper Figaro- 
Dimanche. 

The recent meeting in London between representatives from GRECE and the Nazi 
League of St. George is a matter of considerable importance to the French movement 
against racism and fascism, since it shows that the “‘respectable’’ image that GRECE 
has tried to cultivate is really a sham. 

France is currently facing a new wave of racism and anti-Semitism is rapidly becoming 
an issue of deep concern. It is important that organisations like GRECE that try to 
revive the old discredited racial theories of the 1930s, albeit wrapped up in a cloak of 
academic “respectability” are shown in their true lights. 

The London meeting was a classic example of “‘to each his own’’. 


Great Yarmouth and the Law Lords 


The decision by the Master of Rolls, Lord Denning, to overrule previous rulings in 
favour of the Great Yarmouth Council’s right to cancel the National Front conference, 
was clearly against the wishes of most people who live in the town. 

His reasons were the usual ones of “free speech” but he must well know that such a 
freedom is not an abstraction and such a freedom is not an absolute one in this country. 

But no doubt it is after all important to get ones priorities right. Heaven forbid that 
a learned and exalted judge should ever commit the folly of ruling that a so-called 
political party that was racist and anti-Semitic offended a civilised society, and 
consequently had no right to expect a platform. 


Southall 


The aftermath of the opposition of the people of Southall to the provocative and 
offensive National Front meeting, which resulted in a massive police presence, the 
death of Blair Peach and feelings of deep bitterness against the Special Patrol Group 
for its role in the events, has been reflected in the court cases now taking place. 

For anyone who has been to Southall in recent weeks the title of the article on page 
8 in this issue, ‘Southall — a community under attack’, is an apt description of the 
way people feel. Descriptions of a number of the court proceedings can only raise 
serious disquiet about the impartiality of the courts, and some of the comments by 
certain magistrates would be more at home in the Deep South of the USA. 

There is urgent need of an inquiry not only into the role of the SPG and the death 
of Blair Peach, but also the way in which many of the cases have been dealt with by 
the courts. 

One thing is very clear from speaking to the black and Asian citizens of Southall: 
they have not been intimidated by their experiences and have expressed an even 
greater determination to ensure that the National Front, or any similar organisation, 
will not peddle its racist filth there again.

AT about 7 a.m. on Saturday October 27 
the Bomb Squad in Birmingham raided 
the homes of a number of British Move- 
ment members. The raid follows an 
incendiary attack on a career centre, 
in which a device wrapped in British 
Movement stickers was pushed through 
the letter box and ignited. Slogans, 
“Jobs for Whites — Not Blacks’’, were 
sprayed on the window. 

The police swoop apparently hit the 
jackpot and two members of BM were 
subsequently held pending charges. Harvey 
Stock formerly the National Front West 
Midlands Press Officer, who was removed 
from office after Searchlight had revealed 
that he was running a mail order business 
from his house selling Ku Klux Klan 
material, was charged in connection with 
the incendiary device and Rod Roberts for

Roeder. The raid resulted in the police 
finding a large number of rounds of 
ammunition, a sten gun, an anti-riot gun, 
revolvers and rifles and as the size of the 
haul would indicate most of it was 
stached away in a number of hide-outs. 
They were not in the flat on April 20 
during the Hitler celebrations when 
police searched the premises following 
complaints that someone had been seen 
handling a gun on the balcony. On that 
occasion it turned out to be a replica. 

According to reliable information 
Roberts has been suspect for several 
weeks. 

The important questions to arise out 
of the raids are of course where the arms 
came from and who supplied the finance?

Britain First, the journal of the 
National Party, advertised an event 
called the Beacon Book Faire at the 
Conway Hall, on 6 February, which 
was described as a display of litera- 
ture from Raven Books (the Na- 
tional Party literature department), 
the Racial Preservation Society 
(one of the founding organisations 
of the National Front), and Beacon 
Books. 

One of the interesting features 
of the book display, which took 
place on a long tressle table, was 
the prominent display of books and 
pamphlets bearing the imprint of 
‘British Patriot Publications’, the 
book club of the Nazi, British 


Movement an organisation that is 
in alliance with the Ku Klux Klan 
and Nazi movement in the USA 
and Canada, and imports their 
material. 

Apart from the usual hard line 
National Socialist publications 
there were a series of US Army 
manuals that were called ‘Uncon- 
ventional’ Warfare — Devices and 
Techniques’ which was made up 
of a number of books forming 
the series. There was one on ‘Field 
Fortifications’, one on ‘Booby 
Traps’, and one on ‘Incendiary 
Devices’ and in addition a number 
of sheets on various explosives.

A pilot scheme to train men to officer standards in field training, discipline, 
unit leadership etc commenced early in 1977 and has met with such success being 
thoroughly enjoyed by both training and recruited persone] that it has been decided 
to expand the unit. 

Initially, the unit's numbers are being doubled and men from various parts of 
the country are being recruited in order to achieve this. To avoid misunderstanding, 
the following points should be noted. 

Whilst the training scheme is not illegal, it is highly confidential for if its 
formation and existence was divulged, then it would have the unwelcome attention of 
undesirables. When we say that it is highly confidential, we mean exactly that and 
if we wanted it generally broadcast, then we're quite capable of doing that ourselves. 
It means that this circular is destroyed and that no mention of this unit is made to 
anybody whether or not you take part or not. 

The program does not require a great deal of personal expenditure. What you 
need can be slowly acquired and even when you are fully kitted out, it shouldn't cost 
you more than say £50.00. Most of this is needed for sleeping bags, clothing and 
personal gear. 

Most of the exercises are held near the south coast so you would have to either 
be in a position to make your own way there or, leaving a little earlier, make your 
way to central London where you would find transport laid on to take you there. This 
will mean of course being in a position to leave your home early evening on a Fridav 
returning Sunday night. 

The program is not for those with any character deficiency. We don't want 
big heads, drunkards or braggers. The program is tough and demanding requiring 
initially enthusiasm, common sense and the character to accept orders from the better 
qualified. From this will come the further requirements of toughness, dependability, 
the ability to lead and train others. You will emerge fully trained, resourceful and 
confident. 


As we say, the program was started in early 1977. It has been highly success- 
ful. Those taking part are ordinary working men like yourself with the normal work 
and family commitments. As well as the obvious benefits as listed here, they have 
thoroughly enjoyed the whole program.

France: the New 


In the past few years there has been 
a revival of extreme right-wing ideas 
amongst French intellectuals, many 
of whom are prominent in academic 
and cultural life. These right-wing 
intellectuals have been organising 
themselves in groups such as 
GRECE (Groupement de Recherche 
et d’Etudes pour la Civilisation 
Européenne), which claim to be 
non-political despite the extremist 
involvements of many members. 
Recently, however, evidence has 
come to light suggesting an official 
link-up between GRECE and an 
openly Nazi organisation — the 
League of St. George. 

The latest edition of League Review, 
the official publication of the League of 
St. George reports that ‘“‘on Thursday, 
July 19th, talks were held in London 
between representatives of the League of 
St. George and a delegation of members 
of the Groupement de Recherche et 
d’Etudes pour la Civilisation Européenne, 
led by Capitaine C.J.M. Escarnot’’. 

The League’s Nazi complexion is 
hardly in doubt; each edition of League 
Review advertises Nazi publications and 
other paraphanalia, as well as giving 
information about Nazi groups through- 
out the world. Since its foundation by 
disillusioned supporters of Oswald Mosley, 
the League has claimed to be a ‘club’, 
rather than a party, and as such it exists 
as an umbrella organisation to encourage 
co-operation between fascist groups 
throughout Europe. 

Now, it seems, its attention is turning 
to GRECE, which was formed ten years 
ago and at present has about 5,000 
members. GRECE claims to oppose what 
it calls the ‘Judeo-Christian tradition’ and 
‘egalitarianism’; to this end it promotes 
racial theories of the sort which were 
popular amongst fascist intellectuals in 
the 1930s. 

For example, GRECE is constantly 
advertising, and republishing, the works 
of Julius Evola, the Italian fascist who 
tried to synthesise Mussolini’s ideas with 
Nazi racism. Evola’s ideas have been 
particularly influential in post-war Nazi 
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Right meets British 


groups, being a pseudo-intellectual justi- 
fication for crude racism. 

The significance of GRECE is that its 
influence is by no means confined to the 
lunatic fringe. In fact some of the leading 
members of GRECE are very centrally 
placed. The colour magazine of the 
national newspaper Le Figaro has recently 
become a regular forum for GRECE’s 
views; its editor, the novelist Louis 
Pauwels, and assistant editor, Alain de 
Benoist, are both active in GRECE. 

In fact de Benoist is the editor of the 
two magazines published by GRECE: 
Elements and Nouvelle Ecole. Both 
publications are glossy, highly professional 
productions, indicating that the publishers 
do not lack funds. Nouvelle Ecole, in 
particular, gives all the appearances of 
being a respectable magazine aimed at the 
intellectually aware. Each issue boasts an 
impressive list of distinguished academics 
and authors, who function as its Com- 
mittee of Patronage. 

A number of well-known names can be 
found on this list. For example, Professor 
Eysenck, the British psychologist, is on 
the Committee; the French edition of his 
book The inequality of man was published 
by GRECE’s own publishing company. 
Also on the list is Robert Ardrey, the 
popular ‘sociobiologist’ whose best-sellers 
include The territorial imperative and 
African journey. In fact the Committee is 
a veritable parade of academic titles and 
distinguished-sounding positions. More 


details of Nouvelle Ecole’s editorial staff 

is contained in the Searchlight booklet

professors are well-known for more than 
their academic interests. For example, 
one of its Committee is Roger Pearson, 
who was one of the founders of the 
Northern League, which like the League 
of St. George is an umbrella organisation 
liaising with neo-Nazi groups. Roger 
Pearson is currently the chairman of the 
World Anti-Communist League (WACL) 
— yet another international umbrella 
outfit. 

In the past Pearson has provided an 
unofficial link between GRECE and 
overtly fascist and anti-Semitic groups. 
Searchlight, August 1978, reported 
WACL’s 11th annual conference, which 
was attended by such well-known fascists 
as Almirante, boss of the Italian MSI and 
former right-hand man of Mussolini, and 
Eric Butler, the Australian anti-Semite. 
Also in attendance were representatives 
from the Ku Klux Klan and Britain’s 
own Lady Birdwood. 

Pearson chaired the conference and it 
is significant that members of Nouvelle 
Ecole also attended. It was reported by 
the Washington Post that the Nouvelle 
Ecole group met informally during the 
conference with William Pierce, head of 
the American neo-Nazi group, National 
Alliance. 

It now looks that the unofficial links 
might be solidified into more official 
ties — although precisely why GRECE 
should have chosen such a disreputable 
group as the League of St. George is not 
clear. The distinguished academics who 
have lent their authority to GRECE and 
its racialist publications might affect 
surprise. However, anyone with a 
modicum of knowledge about recent 
history should know only too well 
the political direction of GRECE’s 
‘intellectual racism’.

NF FEUD HOTS UP 


THE CONTINUING SAGA of the 
National Front’s internal conflict reveals 
that the Tyndall/Webster gang shouldn’t 
crow too soon about the recent election 
results for places on the National Direc- 
torate. Although Tyndall retained his 
position as chairperson receiving 1,480 
votes to Fountaine’s 883 and a 4-3 split 
for the seven Directorate seats, the signs 
are that opposition to the presence of 
Webster in the leadership is growing. 

On Saturday October 6 the NF 
organised a demonstration against the 
IRA in London and there were a number 
of reports that groups of Young National 
Front members were going down with the 
express purpose of “seeing to Webster’. 
With a high proportion of young people 
on the demonstration Webster may well 
have heard similar reports since it was 
announced that he had decided to “take 
a short holiday”’ and wouldn’t be present. 

Several members were turned away by 
nervous officials if they were known to 
have supported the Fountaine/Kavanagh 
faction or belonged to a branch that had 
written in to complain about Webster. 
This led to some angry exchanges and will 
obviously have repercussions. 

Other indications of the growing 
divisions are the suspensions of branch 
officials, dissolving of branches and 
reports of areas “going independent”’. 
In the West Midlands for example the 
Regional Council, consisting of 19 
branches decided to send a resolution 
attacking Webster to the NF AGM. 
They intend to withold dues and other 
financial levies to headquarters, and to 
field candidates in the May council 
elections as/ Independent NF if he isn’t 
removed from office. 

This is in line with the recommen- 
dations from some of the Fountaine 
supporters to “starve them out”. There is 
also a strong rumour that NF Properties 
Ltd may well consider serving notice to 


the Front to vacate the Great Eastern 
Street building, where there is already 
considerable friction over the fact that 
members of British Movement and the 
League of St. George are using the social 
club much to the chagrin of Tyndall, who 
is powerless to intervene because of a 
court injunction. NF Properties are also 
believed to have made approaches to 
British Movement and the League of 
St. George offering them office accom- 
modation in Excalibur House. 

The voting figures for the Front 
leadership are also an interesting indi- 
cation of members’ growing frustration at 
yet another struggle for power and 
Tyndall’s continued defence of Webster. 
According to sources in the Front some 
15,000 ballot papers were sent out, 
including quite a number that went to 
former members and others who had still 
not paid their 1979 subscriptions and 
were not entitled to vote. 

In order to cover themselves the 
Tyndall faction, who control the adminis- 
tration, overstamped ballot forms pointing 
out that votes were invalid unless sub- 
scriptions were up to date, but an 
accompanying cheque would put matters 
right. 

Yet despite the flood of documents 
from both factions appealing for support, 
and Tyndall’s tour of branches, barely 
2,300 members bothered to vote. These 
figures gave credence to reports that 
actual paid up membership for 1979 has 
slumped to just over 6,000. 

In last month’s Searchlight we repro- 
duced several documents, all of which 
originated from leading members of the 
rival factions. But the document that 
really started the ball rolling was being 
distributed inside the NF five months ago 
and appeared in the June (48) Searchlight. 

We have now received a second bulletin 
from the same group which makes a 
further series of allegations against 


Tyndall, Webster and their supporters. 
The most startling concerns the activities 
of a leading member whom it accused of 
harbouring young army deserters in his 
flat in exchange for “their young bodies’, 
as a result of which a number of them 
have finished up as male prostitutes 
in Soho. 


“*. .. This thing, uses his flat as a base 
for young soldiers on the run! Everything 
fora price! His price is their young bodies. 
Time and time again, the same thing. 
They don’t want each other, only the 
pure young. Some of these misguided 
cowards have ended up selling themselves 
in the streets of Soho.” 


Other allegations include the hiring of 
East End criminals as bodyguards until 
Fountaine found out and put a stop to 
the practice. Martin Webster, as would be 
expected, comes in for a great deal of 
attention with further details claiming 
regular payments from certain people in 
“a tall building near Victoria Station” in 
exchange for regular information, and 
there are also hints that he had a hand in 
the arrest of “brave nationalist’? Ulster 
supporters from Liverpool and Scotland. 

One of the most interesting features of 
the bulletin is its attack on the League 
of St. George, believed by many to be 
deeply involved in the attack on Webster 
in particular. The outright condemnation 
of the League would seem to confirm 
that those at the heart of the split are 
more likely to be acting on the instruc- 
tions of Column 88. Not only do they 
attack the League but also the “strange 
men bearing gifts’ — the Priests and 
Kavanaghs. After which the bulletin turns 
its attention to the former supporters of 
Sir Oswald Mosley, and in a revealing 
phrase: “‘A self educated political com- 
mentator of that time called them all 
‘Kosher Fascists’ food for thought’’, 
gave more than a hint of the identity 
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of the authors of the bulletin. 

The “self educated political com- 
mentator’’ was non other than the pre- 
war Nazi Arnold Leese, editor of 
The Fascist, opponent of Mosley and 
post-war mentor to Colin Jordan and many 
others who were involved in the National 
Socialist Movement, and later Tyndall’s 
Greater Britain Movement. It is amongst 
the two or three hundred members of 
those two organisations of the early 
1960s that writers of the May document 
and this latest bulletin are to be found. 


“Fact No.5 BEWARE OF STRANGE

We enclose here a list of resolutions that have been passed by the Directorate for inclusion on the agenda 
of the coming AGM. As the precise agenda of the AGM has not yet been drawn up, it is not certain whether 
all of the ordinary resolutions listed here will be included on account of the tightness of the time schedule.

In the case of the two major constitutional resolutions listed here we have not listed every detail of the 
precise changes that will be needed to made to each part of the Constimition if the resolutions are passed but 


Principle 


GREAT YARMOUTH resembled a 
town under martial law on Saturday 
October 27 as 1,500 police, with 
as many again in reserve, sealed off 
half-a-mile of the sea front around 
Wellington Pier. In addition to that 
operation police launches patrolled 
the sea, dog-handlers the beach, and 
vehicles entering the town were 
stopped and searched. 

The reason for this massive operation, 
estimated to cost the rate-payers between 
a quarter and half a million pounds, was 
to ensure that the pro-Nazi, racist and 
anti-Semitic National Front held its 
national conference in the Wellington 
Pier Pavilion, against the wishes of the 
overwhelming majority of the people of 
Yarmouth, following a high court ruling 
in favour of the NF by Master of the 
Rolls, Lord Denning. 

Despite the massive and _ costly 
operation the Front could hardly be 
pleased with the result. Only about 
68 delegates turned up for the closed 
session on the Friday evening and a mere 
380 attended the main conference 
meeting on Saturday. A figure far short 
of the earlier NF claim that something in 
the region of 1,000 members would 
attend, and a clear indication of the 
effect of the internal feud. 


have merely stated the broad substance of the resolutions. 


The resolutions are as follows:- 


. Constitutional Resolution 


This AGM records its dissatisfaction with the existing method by which the party's governing body is 
chosen, and in particular with that aspect whereby members are called upon to make their choice from 
a list of candidates containing large numbers of persons of whom they know little or nothing. This situ- 
ation tends to encourage the practice of some candidates, or their supporters, to engage in publicity cam- 
paigas which at times can degenerate into factional warfare. 

This AGM additionally feels that the existing system does not ensure the proper representation on the 
party's ruling body of the various regions of the country where the party is organised. 

Accordingly this AGM proposes that henceforth the number of officers elected to the party's governing 
body by the whole national membership be reduced from 20 to 6 and that these 6 officers comprise the 
Executive Council, henceforth to be known as the ‘National Executive’. It proposes that further members 
of the governing body up to a limit of 12 in number should be appointed by this Executive as specialists 
for the nurpase of serving the patty in specific fieids and that also serving on this governing body should 
be representatives of all pronerly constituted regions of the United Kingdom. This governing body would, 
as previously, be known as the National Directorate. 

The relationship of the National Executive to the Directorate would be the same as previousiy, save 
that decisions made by the Executive on behalf of the Directorate would not automatically be referred 
to the Directorate subsequently for endorsement but would only thus be referred if the Directorate og 

ou 


it. The Directorate would, as in the past, be empowered to over-mle the Executive, and thus w 


the senior decision-making body in the party. 


. Amendment

This AGM believes that the party needs a Leader who should be given the power to make decisions affect- 
iny the party and who can in conscqueace be held responsible and accountable for those decisions. Just 
as 1t beheves that power without responsibility can corrupt, so it believes also that responsibility without 


power makes effective leadership impossibic. 


This AGM does not seek for the party a dictator who has total power and who may act without regard to 
the wishes of others in the party, Even the most powerful man in the party should be over-ruled if the 


party wishes it. 


This AGM does believe, however, that whosoever is entrusted with the highest responsibility in the party 
should be given powers of decision that are commensurate with that responsibility. 
Accordingly this AGM moves that an amendment be made to the above resolution whereby:- 


* In place of an Executive of 6 being elected by the whole membership, only the Leader and Deputy 


leader of the party should be thu elected. 


* That in place of the above-named Executive appointing up to 12 more members of the Directorate 
by majority vote the Leader of the party personally, after consultation with the Deputy Leader, should 


appoint those members to the Directorate. 


That the powers vested in the National Executive in the original resolution should be vested in the 


Leader of the party. 


‘That therefore there should be no National Executive as specified in the original resolution, only a 
National Directorate, partly appointed by the Leader of the party and partly elected on a regional 


» basis, as proposed in the original resolution. 


That the Directorate may be empowered to over-rule the Leader of the party under the same terms 
as, in the orginal resolution, it is empowered to over-tule the National Executive. 


NF CONFERENCE MOTIONS: TYNDALL'S 
BLUEPRINT FOR THE FUHRER PRINCIPLE

After looking at the AGM resolutions 
issued to members on October 16 this 
poor turn out should hardly cause a 
surprise since there was little to tempt 
any but the most dedicated to travel. 
They do, however, tell a great deal about 
the plans of Tyndall and the lengths 
to which he is prepared to go to gain 
personal power. Another notable feature 
on the agenda is the total absence of any 
critical resolutions, despite the fact that it 
is known that several branches sent 
motions criticising Webster in particular. 

The document lists 12 resolutions but 
of these, only two are from branches and 
three from small groups; the remaining 
seven are put forward by the Directorate 
or Executive and concern rule changes. 
This so called “national party”, which 
only a year ago was claiming to be “‘over- 
taking the Liberals’, can only show five 
branch/group resolutions on the agenda 
at its national conference, but even then 
in a preamble it is pointed out that some 
of the resolutions may not be debated. 


“This AGM believes that the party 
needs a Leader who should be given 
the power to make decisions affecting 
the party and who can in consequence 
be held responsible and accountable 
for those decisions.” 


It is in the constitutional resolutions 
that the most revealing evidence emerges, 
particularly the dropping of the pretence 
of a democratic structure by formalising 
a more authoritarian constitution around 
the “‘Fiihrer prinzip”’. 

Even then the lengthy resolutions 
proposing the changes, along with the 
equally lengthy alternative amendments, 
are merely the “broad outline”. The 
preamble states that “we have not listed 
every detail of the precise changes that 
will be needed .. .”,, members will there- 
fore be expected to vote for precise 
changes that they haven’t seen or heard 
about. In effect they are being asked to 
sign a blank cheque as an act of faith. 

The main proposals are that a National 
Executive of 6 officers should be elected 
and they should be empowered to pick 
another 12 members. There is an amend- 
ment to that motion which proposes the 
election of the Leader and Deputy Leader 
who will select the rest of the committee. 
Other motions propose that subscriptions 
for full members be raised to £12 per 
year and associate members to £3, and 
that a full member’s vote in elections at 
both local and national level will be 
recorded as two votes. 

What the members are being asked to 
support is the well established fascist 
principle of all power to the Fiihrer and 
his carefully selected entourage. 

Unfortunately for Tyndall not even his 
powers of persuasion were enough to get 
his proposals rubber stamped, and his role 
as Fuhrer formalised. 


Conference launches 
national campaign 
against racist laws 


THE GROWING ANGER over Tory 
proposals on immigration and _ the 
nationality act was reflected at the 
planning conference convened by the 
Campaign Against Racist Laws on 
October 20th, held to organise a national 
demonstration in Trafalgar Square on 
November 25th. 

At the conference many organisations 
came forward to add their support to the 
demonstration and campaign, making 
56 in all — that’s not counting MPs 
and prominent individuals. The conference 
attended by some 300 people, also agreed 
a plan of action against the new racist 
measures. After much debate, the con- 
ference adopted a declaration, amended 
by the Bradford Asian Youth Movement 
and the Southall Defence Committee, 
establishing an ongoing co-ordinating 
committee to put into action the proposals 
agreed at the conference. 

As well as the London demonstration 
in November, two other national demon- 
strations are to be held — one in the 
North, one in the Midlands. Later next 
year a march against racism of some 
50 to 100 people is to take place from 
Bradford to London, focusing on the 
new nationality /immigration changes. This 
is to be the initiator of local demon- 
strations en route, and a massive London 
demonstration to meet the marchers. 


Fascist activity. 
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Where possible, demonstrations in the 
capitals of the countries of the Indian 
sub-continent and the Caribbean are to be 
held on that day as well. The object is to 
bring national and international attention 
to the racism of the British government 
and its laws. 

Prominent among the organisers of the 
campaign are all three of the Indian 
Workers Associations and several other 
black and anti-racist organisations — an 
alliance which promises well for the 
future. But as many delegates pointed 
out large scale financial and other support 
is necessary for the planned demon- 
strations and march to be successful. The 
23 member co-ordinating committee and 
the 50 strong co-ordinating council will 
need much support from the broad 
labour and trade union movement as well 
as the groups who have already backed 
the campaign. 

Finally, the issue of Southall and 
support for those being persecuted in the 
courts as a result of the Southall demon- 
stration earlier this year, was included 
in the responsibilities of the new co- 
ordinating committee. Many speakers 
pointed out that state attacks on the 
black community of Southall and the 
general offensive via immigration and 
nationality law, are part of the same 
process.

UNDER ATTACK 


IN THE FIRST week of October 
one or two national papers carried 
the story of the 14 year old arrested 
at Southall during the April 23 anti- 
National Front demonstration, and 
tried at Ealing Juvenile Court. The 
charge was possession of an 
offensive weapon, the evidence 
against him was that he had run 
down the Uxbridge Road waving.a 
stick in his bandaged hand. The 
evidence given by, amongst others, 
a doctor, alawyer and an ambulance 
man, who all said that the boy was 
arrested while being treated for 
injuries at the legal-cum-first aid 
centre, and that police had burst in 
and lashed out with truncheons at 
all and sundry, was dismissed by 
the magistrates in favour of the 
evidence of the lone policeman, and 
the boy was found guilty. He was 
fined £100. Told that he had no 
money with which to pay, the 
magistrate retorted ‘“‘Get a job”. 
Reminded that that would be 
illegal, as the boy was only 14, he 
told him to get a paper-round. That 
boy now has to pay the court 75p 
per week for the next two and a 
half years. 

This case, one of the very few to have 
been reported anywhere, gives a glimpse 
of the magnitude of the task facing the 
342 defendants charged on April 23 in 
the wake of the demonstration. The 100 
cases which have been dealt with so far 
have revealed a ferocity towards the 
defendants, and an open bias against 
them, which have horrified even the 
lawyers on the cases, a fairly cynical lot. 


Heavily weighted 


Immediately after the events of April 
23 the battleground shifted from the 
streets to the courts. Straight away it 
was made clear that the odds would be 
heavily weighted. First of all, the police 
looked through the charges, and where 
defendants were charged with offences 
for which they could be tried by jury, 
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the charge was changed to one triable 
only in a magistrates’ court. (e.g. Pos- 
session of an offensive weapon at a 
public meeting under the Public Order 
Act, triable by magistrates only, was 
substituted for the charge of possession 
of an offensive weapon under the 
Prevention of Crimes Act, which is 
triable by jury.) This reduced the 
number of people who could be tried 
by jury to a mere handful out of the 342. 
For assault on police and threatening 
behaviour are not charges where the 
defendant can have a jury, although you 
can be sent to prison for both — and 
some have. 49% of the charges were 
assault on police or threatening behaviour, 
and 15% were possession of an offensive 
weapon. 28% were charged with obstruc- 
tion — again triable only by magistrates. 


Unfamiliar and unaccountable 


Then it was decided to send all the 
adults for trial in a special magistrates 
court in Barnet, 25 miles away, instead 
of allowing them to be tried by local 
magistrates. This means that defendants 
and witnesses have to get up at 6 a.m. to 
make the difficult journey (there’s no 
tube line in Southall), and it clearly is an 


attempt to limit the amount of local 
support for and interest in the cases, as 
well as meaning that presiding magistrates 
are unfamiliar with and unaccountable to 
the local community. 

For their first appearances though, 
defendants went to Ealing Magistrates 
court, where the vast majority of them 
were refused legal aid, so that they had to 
pay if they wanted a lawyer to help them 
prove their innocence. And that is what 
they are faced with — proving their 
innocence, since the normal burden of 
proof, whereby the prosecution has to 
prove the case beyond a reasonable doubt, 
has been thrown out of the window. Even 
before the trials started some magistrates 
had declared that their priority would be 
the preservation of law and order on 
the streets. The stipendary magistrates 
drafted in to Barnet for 2-week stints are 
known hard-liners, including ex-army and 
ex-DPP men. The conviction rate is 
running at 90%, with just over 100 tried 
so far — comparing with a national average 
for similar offences of 52%. (This number 
excludes the 60 people who were charged 
with obstruction and dealt with by means 
of binding-over without being tried at all.) 

The trials have become notorious for 
fabrication by the police and the heavy 
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support given them by the magistrates, 
as well as the total disregard of the 
evidence of independent defence wit- 
nesses (Brian Canham, who set a record 
93% conviction rate during his two 
weeks, bound over two witnesses to keep 
the peace, simply for having been in 
Southall on the night and coming to 
court to testify to what they saw. “You 
were part of that hostile crowd” he said 
to one of them in justification of his 
action. If there still exists a right to 
demonstrate in this country, Canham and 
his fellows do not acknowledge it.) 

On many occasions the magistrates 
have declared their preference for police 
evidence. ‘“‘Like the soldier who fights on 
a battlefield, the police officer is a 
trained man . . . Confused the situation 
may be to those who just go along to 
shout in a demo. It is not confused in the 
minds of the police’. With these words 
Canham explained why police evidence 
was to be preferred. He failed to mention 
that these alert officers had not yet 
established who killed Blair Peach. 
Officers who hesitated or said absurd 
things in the witness box got support 
from the magistrates. An officer was 
asked why his notes of the event con- 
tained so many crossings out. “My pen 
slipped”, he said. The defence barrister 
asked him again. “You heard him, his 
pen slipped’’, said the magistrate, and 
convicted the defendant. 


The only way to be acquitted... 


The only way to be acquitted is to 
catch the police out lying. But most 
officers are not as stupid as the two who 
solemnly swore that they had been 
together in a police cordon, and when 
pressed as to exactly where they were, 
gave locations a quarter of a mile apart. 
Or the officer who said in one case that 
he’d arrested X at 6.25 at a particular 
place, and in another case a few weeks 
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later, that he’d arrested Y at 6.25 in a 
totally different place. 

Magistrates have shown suspicion to 
defendants arrested carrying umbrellas 
(on April 23 there was a torrential down- 
pour in Southall), and to defendants who 
claimed simply to be trying to get home 
when arrested (and who lived only a few 
hundred yards away). A_ respectable 
computer operator who said he believed 
in the right of free speech for the National 
Front was caught up in the crowd. He 
was charged — and convicted — of 
possession of an offensive weapon on the 
evidence that he had thrown two house 
bricks fifteen feet with his right hand — 
despite the fact that he had been left- 
handed from birth. 


Ferocious Sentences 


Many defendants are not even bothering 
to appeal against their convictions, 
such is the loss of faith in British justice. 
And once convicted, defendants face 
ferocious sentences. Apart from the 
14 year old cited in the first paragraph, 
one defendant convicted of assault (a 
kick up the backside of an officer) was 
fined £500 with £65 costs. This week a 
West Indian woman with a small child 
was sent to prison for 28 days for 
threatening behaviour; so was a coach 
driver with no previous convictions, 
who was refused bail pending appeal. The 
likelihood is that he will have served his 
sentence by the time the appeal is heard. 
At the time of writing the first appeal 
against a sentence of three months had 
been turned down. More magisterial 
cruelty was shown towards a man who 
had suffered two heart attacks in the past 
three years and looked as though he 
would suffer another when he was given a 
three-month suspended sentence for 
threatening behaviour. Another defendant 
was told he had seven days to find a job 
— the clear implication being that if he 


didn’t, he’d find himself in prison. 

Allegations of police brutality have 
been dismissed out of hand, despite the 
hundreds of injuries suffered by defen- 
dants and witnesses (mostly head wounds), 
many of which are authenticated by 
photographs, medical certificates and 
hospital reports. One defendant said that 
he had been treated well by the police. 
The magistrate looked at him with mock 
astonishment, saying, “Really! You must 
be the first person to come before me 
who was not a victim of police brutality”. 

The press (with a few honourable 
exceptions) called April 23 a riot, and the 
courts have lent their weight to this 
definition by their savage treatment of 
those charged. This is all part of the 
attempt to disguise the true nature of 
the events and the court proceedings. 
They comprise a massive attack on the 
whole Southall community in an attempt 
to break the strength and militancy which 
has grown up there over the years. 
Southall has become a uniquely strong 
black community. The National Front 
planned to attack it by holding their 
meeting there. They could have got 
nowhere on their own. So they were 
backed by the Home Office and the 
police. And the attack was ratified and 
continued by the courts. 


SOUTHALL is innocent 


The ‘riot’ label also serves to disguise 
the true nature of the community’s 
response to the attack, which was on 
April 23, and remains, one of the 
strongest and most solid. expressions 
of community solidarity against racism 
and fascism that this country has seen. 
The people of Southall are in no doubt 
about the nature of the attack. It’s no 
coincidence that the lapel buttons 
printed by the Defence Committee do 
not say ‘The Southall 342 are innocent’ 
but ‘SOUTHALL is innocent’. The 
community is under attack, and it has 
responded as a community. 

On October 10, the night before 
the reopening of Blair Peach’s inquest, 
a large crowd gathered and marched again 
through Southall — to the police station 
this time, to let them know that Southall 
is still united and is fighting back.

NO WONDER the National Front 
vote took a massive nose-dive at 
last May’s General Election and has 
slumped even more in a number of 
local council by-elections since then. 
After all why vote NF when there is 
a reasonable expectation that the 
return of a government led by 
Margaret Thatcher would fulfil 
most of the ambitions of the 
substantial racialist element in 
Britain? 

The Rhodesia and Immigration debates 
at October’s Tory Party conference must 
have gone a long way to confirm their 
feelings that their support was indeed 
well placed. Every reiteration of the 
settler mentality and support for white 
supremacy in Southern Africa brought 
an enthusiastic response from amongst 
the delegates. So much so that some of 
the speakers responded and became 
more and more extreme in their pro- 
nouncements, none more so than Young 
Conservative Ian Wallace who became so 
carried away that he committed the folly 
of attacking the leadership. Cheers turned 
to boos when he asked if “Mrs Thatcher 
cleansed herself after dancing with 
Kaunda in Lusaka’’. 

Perhaps it was just a mere coincidence 
that a few days before the conference 
National Front News appeared with a 
front page headline ‘Thatcher the Betrayer 
and a photograph of Mrs Thatcher and 
President Kaunda dancing, complete with 
appropriate caption. 

Rumour has it that it was no accident 
that the final speaker to support a hard 
line was selected for his ability to give an 
uncanny imitation of Billy Bunter. 

After the debate furious Monday 
Club members were collaring journalists, 
protesting that none of their people 
could get into the debate and assuring 
them that, unlike some of the speakers, 
they were ‘responsible’ and anyhow the 
selection of speakers had been the result 
of behind the scenes manipulation. They 
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were of course fully aware that speeches 
like that delivered by Ian Wallace had lost 
them the debate. 


“Racial tensions once fanned, are 
difficult to subdue” 


This became clear when the debate 
on immigration took place and the mover 
of the resolution, Robert Brown from 
Plymouth Drake, referred to a previous 
speaker losing his head and urged his 
supporters not to do likewise. 

Clir. Victor York from Basildon 
apologised for the absence of newly 
elected MP Harvey Procter who should 
have spoken and assured his fellow 
delegates that had he been able to do so 
he would have done a better job than 
himself. This we do not doubt since 
Harvey Procter needs no one to teach 
him anything about racialism and anti- 
immigrant sentiments, a fact we have 
demonstrated in previous issues of 
Searchlight. 

Despite the desire of the movers of 


the resolution to appear to be acting 
with restraint, it was a subject that just 
couldn’t suppress their natural instincts, 
or as Adam Raphael put in the Observer, 
‘the Tory mask slipped over race’. If a 
nunber of those on the platform felt 
uncomfortable about the tone of the 
debate and tried to extricate themselves 
with the Mackay amendment, they would 
do well to reflect on Mrs Thatcher’s 
infamous “swamped by immigrants’? TV 
interview, when they were hoist by her 
petard. To quote Adam Raphael again: 
“racial tensions and anxieties, once 
fanned, are very difficult to subdue’. 

In the end what really mattered was 
not so much the wording of the resolution 
but the response of the delegates to what 
was said. On that score we have little 
doubt that Lady Birdwood, who was 
busy addressing a National Front branch 
on the eve of conference, was no doubt 
welcomed by quite a number of them, 
when she put in an appearance at 
Conference.

GUILTY MEN 


Prison for 
British Movement

Michael

months for offences under the Race 
Relations Act. On the second day of the 
trial at Mold Crown Court McLaughlin 
and his supporters were confidently 


SUSPENDED 


National Front Organiser Martin Webster, 
despite his show of bravado, was known 
to be a worried man about the outcome 
of his trial, particularly following the 
jailing of British Movement boss Michael 
McLaughlin. He had expressed concern 
at the possibility of having to spend some 
time in prison if found guilty, wondering 
how he would manage to survive the 
experience. 

As things turned out he was spared 
that particular problem when following 
a guilty verdict he was given a six months 
prison sentence, suspended for two years, 
and fined £150 and £500 costs. 

This in effect puts Webster on a tight- 
rope since he has already gone on record 
a number of times urging defiance of the 
Race Relations Act and indeed the NF 
passed such a resolution at their AGM. 

What will of course be interesting to 
see is if Martin Webster is willing to put 


forecasting a not guilty verdict, so much so 
that Peter Marriner, one of McLaughlin’s 
closest associates, returned to Birmingham 
before the judge’s summing up thinking 
the result a foregone conclusion. 

McLaughlin, who was charged with the 
publication of leaflets and stickers that 
were likely to incite racial hatred, ran 
into problems two weeks before the trial 
when he started to press his solicitor 
Anthony Reed-Herbert, a member of 
the National Front Directorate, for a 
meeting with his defence council. 

According to the story going the 
rounds in British Movement circles, Reed- 
Herbert implied that he was having 
problems briefing council but McLaughlin 
felt there was more to it than that, 
particularly since quite a number of 
NF members were joining British Move- 
ment. As a consequence he decided to 
dismiss him from the case and conduct 
his own defence. 

There may well have been other 
reasons for McLaughlin’s action but when 
Searchlight tried to interview Peter 
Marriner there was certainly a note of 
bitterness towards the National Front. 
After weathering a flood of abuse we 
were then told in no uncertain terms of 
his anger towards those who “‘call them- 
selves fellow nationalists and will one day 
have to answer for the role they played”’. 
No doubt that is something we will hear

his liberty where his mouth is, and show 
his members what a big guy he is by 
carrying out NF policy in the next issue 
of NF News. This is really his dilemma. 
Any further breach of the Act would lead 
him to test out his ability to survive the 
experience at first hand. But on the other 
hand can he afford to lose any more 
face with party members when under 
considerable attack by a growing section 
of the party. 

The trials of McLaughlin and Webster 
took place within a few days of each 
other in different parts of the country. 
Both are notorious racists of long standing 
who have produced a considerable amount 
of racist literature. If the attitude and 
comments of the judges in these cases 
reflects a general policy towards the racist 
politics of the neo-Nazi organisations, it is 
a welcome step. 

Time however will tell. 


more about in the future.

Martin Webster. 
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THAT OLD-TIME STAR of the Fascist 
Music Hall, Sir Oswald Mosley, is still 
doing the rounds. His act is getting a bit 
threadbare these days and advancing 
decrepitude has forced him to cut out 
some of the energetic stuff. But the 
show still goes on, and what is more some 
of the younger generation can be heard 
humming his old numbers. 

Not that there’s much sign of a revival 
in his magazine Action. Each of its 
275 issues has faithfully reflected the 
old-timer’s views. In fact recently it’s 
been hard to distinguish one issue from 
another. It’s the same old routine, with 
the same desperate appeal for funds to 
keep the show on the road (£6,025 in the 
red at the last count, it appears). The only 
major difference between performances 
of Action is that some issues have photos 
of Sir Oswald and some don’t. The 
September issue is one of the good ones: 
no photo. 

All the old favourites are there. There’s 
a re-run of the Battle of Cable Street, in 
which the law-abiding British Union of 
Fascists smash a communist revolution 
in the East End of London. The geriatric 
audience must thrill to hear about the 
exploits of those “who did not disdain 
to oppose communism with bare hands 
against its razors and knuckledusters at 
Olympia in 1934’. There’s even up-to- 
the-minute quotations from other old 
troopers like Clem Attlee and Anthony 
Eden. 

But the real pearls of wisdom come 
from the man himself. Every hiccup, every 
belch has star quality and is to be treasured. 
“Sir Oswald Mosley once observed that 
bad fish rot from the head downwards’’, 
and this gem obscurely introduces a saga 
about Ealing Council. Every piece ends 
with a quick chorus that each day “‘llus- 
trates the truth of Mosley’s long warning: 
that you cannot solve new problems with 
old ideas and methods’. Sing it again, 
one more time. 

The trouble is that the old boy isn’t 
packing them in like he used to. He no 
longer gets the big venues; nowadays it’s 
mostly charity concerts for pensioners. 
And even then the magic sometimes fails. 

Attached to the latest Action is a sad 
letter from the long-serving secretary of 
the Action Society: “I am disturbed at 
the apathy shown by many readers of 
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WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY 


“ACTION”, reflected in their poor 
support for our journal and for ACTION 
SOCIETY’. Not a laughing matter — all 
performers need an audience. “This has 
delayed production of our October issue 
and put continued publication in danger”. 


Permanent inaction 


So Action is in peril of slipping into 
permanent inaction. Before the footlights 
dim for the last time, there’s still a few 
more engagements to fulfil. Action’s 
secretary informs fans about an “‘impor- 
tant meeting’’, organised by a Mr Dummer 
(an unfortunate name for someone who 
“is a former active member of National 
Front, now disillusioned and warmly 
supporting Action Society’). 

The meetings no longer require 
Olympia, and formal dress (black shirts, 
trousers and ties — weaponry optional) 
has long ceased to be de rigeur. No need 
to hire the big halls; few of the elderly 
fans would even be able to manage a 
nostalgic Achtung in a Bavarian beer- 
house. 

The stage has well and truly shrunk. 
It’s now just a room in Mr Dummer’s 
flat in suburban Coulsden. You can’t 
miss it, according to the Secretary: turn 
off Purley Way, past two traffic lights, 
until you get to the KLM Garage: “Mr 
Dummer’s business premises face the 
garange (sic) and the entrance to his flat 
is at the back, near an off-licence and a 
Nat West Bank’. Just follow the crowds 
and you can’t go wrong. 

However, Mr Dummer’s living-room is 
not the only place where support for 
Mosley can be heard. The old boy is 
having something of a revival in the pages 
of League Review, the publication of the 
Nazi League of St. George. The letters 
column of the latest issue positively rings 
with applause for Mosley. 

There’s a lengthy defence of Mosley’s 
attitude to Nazi Germany. It seems that 
Mosley was a true patriot who wished to 
defend Britain against Hitler “or any 
foreign attack’’. Well, actually it was a 
bit more complicated, explains the letter- 
writer. There would have been no attack 
if Mosley had been given top-billing in 
those days: he saw eye-to-eye with his 
chum Hitler: ‘‘Mosley as a distinguished 
ex-serviceman worked for peace among 


the European nations before and after 
he became a Fascist, but he added to his 
campaign a recognition of legitimate 
German economic needs and of National 
Socialist ideas’. 

In fact, suggests the letter-writer, 
Mosley was a better Nazi than Hitler; 
Sir O would never have made the mistake 
of allying with racial incompatibles like 
the Japanese. He knew all about “the 
Biological idea’ and could have shown 
young Adolf a trick or two. Our letter- 
writer ends with a familiar chorus from 
Action, before no doubt setting off for 
the Nat West in Coulsden: 


“The British people now have their 
final opportunity to assist in the 
formation of a strongly united Europe 
as a heartland for a ‘white folk im- 
perium’ the world over.”’ 


There’s another letter-writer, who 
doesn’t get round to mentioning Mosley 
by name, but nevertheless does a good 
imitation of his star-turn. It’s all about 
the need for “true European unity”, 
based upon “the great revolutionary idea 
of National Socialism which, alone, is 
the only hope for the eventual unity of 
the European race . . . By the example 
of the Waffen SS it was obvious that 
National Socialism had evolved into a 
European creed the criterion of which 
was the defence and perpetuation of the 
entire European race’. 


No mere little 
Englander 


This letter-writer, playing Mosley’s Euro- 
vision jeu sans frontiéres, also has a 
knock at John Tyndall’s variety act in the 
National Front. Only fit for the provinces 
all this talk about a “‘little island fortress’; 
it misunderstands “the true meaning of 
authentic national socialism’’. When the 
NF talks ‘“‘so foolishly about ‘the British 
race’ they imply that our brothers in 
Europe are racially alien and even inferior’, 
However, Tyndall’s ‘authentic’ Nazism 
should never be underestimated. Else- 
where in League Review, it is clear that 
he is no mere little Englander since he 
has just returned from a tour of America. 
His brand of comedy seems to have gone 
down big on the other side of the Atlantic.

According to League Review, Tyndall 
“received an enthusiastic welcome’’, 
especially in Atlanta where he was given 
a “rapturous reception”: “His usual 
inspiring climax received tumultuous 
applause from the assembled delegates 
who included American supporters of 
the League of St. George”’. 

Tyndall’s American hosts seem to be 
particularly pleased and Thunderbolt, 
the magazine of the National States 
Rights Party, enthuses about the per- 
formance: “Many tell us they were 
inspired by one of the greatest public 
orators they ever heard”. It seems that 
the National States Rights Party, many 
of whom dressed up in special uniforms 
for the occasion, really appreciated the 
old “international Zionists’’ routine. 

Last month in Spearhead Tyndall told 
his NF faithful how moderate and 
eminently sensible his American buddies 
were. Now it’s Thunderbolt’s turn to 


tepay the compliment, presenting Tyndall 


with a bouquet, whose odour is all too 
familiar: 


“Of course the most racist people in 
the world are the Jews. They seek to 
take our rights to free travel away 
from us but Jew troublemakers are the 
ones who should be banned. Their 
unmitigated gall is nauseous to all free 
men. John Tyndall is welcome to 
come to America anytime he feels like 
it and we will visit our motherland, 
England, whenever we so choose and 
no hooked nose Russian Kike is going 
to keep us from travelling anywhere in 
the freeworld!” 


Thunderbolt, however, is not the most 
lunatic of this month’s offerings; in 
comparison to North Star it appears the 
epitome of well-mannered rationality. 
North Star, a tatty duplicated effort of 
only two pages, is a newcomer on the 
scene, but is aiming high — at the stars 
in fact. 


Nine Raving 
Psychopaths 


PUBLISHED by the ‘NRP’ (which 
probably stands for Nine Raving Psycho- 
paths or Needing Rapid Psychiatry), 
North Star starts with a scoop: “ALIGN- 
MENT OF THE PLANETS CAUSES 
CONCERN AMONG _ SCIENTISTS” 
declares the headline. It appears that 
in 1982 “all the planets of the solar 
system will be in alignment” for the first 
time since 8,000 BC, when the lost 
continent of Atlantis sank from sight. 

So what, one may ask? But then most 


people don’t know what North Star 


knows: “perfect planetary alignment 
causes earthquakes, eruptions, vast storms 


and tidal waves, it affects not only the 
state of the traditional English Summer 
but world power plays and the entire 
alignment of States in the world”. 

Tell us more: ‘‘The perfect planetary 
alignment may also result in a great 
increase in geodosic upheavals, vast 
upheavals and buckling of the earths 
crust, leading to earthquakes, tidal waves 
and high winds’. But this is no new act, 
the NRP (it must be Never Reached 
Puberty) is giving a different twist to an 
old routine. 

Who’s going to gain from all these 
high winds and the interference of good 
old British summer? It’s our old friend 
“the international malefic force . . . the 
Frankenstein monster of international 
finance capital’. And so North Star 
returns from the galaxies to conduct a 
chorus of “This power is Jewish and 
therefore destructive and degenerative. 
It is institutionalised decay of all 
economies and States’’. 

As a parting shot, North Star warns 
that “momentous times of trouble and 
revolutionary change in all ways are 
coming’, before signing off with the 
catch-phrase ‘‘Prepare yourselves to be 
prepared’. Ah yes. 

North Star in the past has advertised 
itself in League Review, although it 
doesn’t seem willing to do so this month. 
Nonetheless, more than a few of League 
Review’s readers will appreciate its tone. 


“a much 
maligned man” 


For instance there’s the League Review 
columnist who admits that he’s “‘certainly 
not too keen” on Blacks and Jews. There’s 
the writer who praises “‘a much maligned 
man called Adolf Hitler”. This writer 
actually is arguing that the NF policy is 
a continuation of “the fundamental 
truth’? of German Nazism. Yes, it’s the 
NF which is challenging once again 
“Jewish money power . . . This is the 
reason why the Establishment is so afraid 
of the National Front’’. 

This writer seems intent on stirring 
things up in Coulsden, by making rude 
remarks about the grand old man. 
“Tyndall is a nationalist, Mosley never 
was” — yah-boo! “‘Tyndall seeks as his 
primary aim the preservation of our 
Anglo-Saxon-Celtic people, Mosley never 
did’’ — so there, sucks to you! 

But not all at League Review mock 
the lonely gatherings behind the Nat 
West, and the resident cartoonist (whose 
drawings combine the subtletly of the 
Beano with the moral sensitivity of 
Der Stiirmer) has a long article leading a 
Mosley revival. 

It’s one of those long portentous 
pieces, full of impressive sounding phrases, 
designed to indicate Intellectual Thought.

Entitled ‘The myth of liberal democracy’, 
all its windy words point to one con- 
clusion: we need a fascist dictatorship. 
Here’s just a sampler: “It should be 
evident to anyone with a genuinely 
discerning mind that liberal democracy 
is the antithesis of nationalism; if by 
nationalism we mean a_ political 
philosophy based on the _ indivisible 
destiny of the people as a whole’, and 
sO on. 

All this sort of garbage is common- 
place in the fascist press, but what marks 
out this piece is that the writer goes out 
of his way to make some old men happy. 
The inspiration for his Intellectual 
Thought turns out to be the old trouba- 
dour himself. It’s to Sir Oswald that the 
writer looks for ‘‘the new State (which) 
must have permanence and must be 
totalitarian’’. 

And Mosley’s old supporting act, 
Alexander Raven Thomson (“a leading 
intellectual of British Union and a 
driving force behind the post-war Union 
Movement’’) is wheeled out for a quick 
quote: “Democracy actually denies civil- 
isation the very life-blood of human 
beings’. 

But Sir Oswald is once again the star- 
turn. Homage is paid to the old maestro 
for formulating ‘“‘the great synthesis of 
the totalitarian state’’ back in the 1930s, 
“as an alternative to the present system 
of representation by the opportunists of 
political parties’’. Show your appreciation, 
folks, by giving a big hand to an all-time 
great! 

When the band strikes up the music, 
there’s still a few old ’uns, and now some 
young ’uns, ready to put on their kicking 
boots, and do a hard-shoe-shuffle across 
the boards in time to some favourite old 
melodies.

SOUTH AFRICA 


Far-right poaches 
Government 
voters 


October by-elections in the Transvaal 
province have ended with serious inroads 
being made into the ruling National Party 
vote by the far-right Herstigte Nasionale 
Party (HNP), exploiting an Afrikaaner 
backlash against what is being seen as the 
‘racial liberalism’ of Premier P.W. Botha. 

In an election distinguished by wide- 
scale Afrikaaner abstentions, the National 
Party majority was sliced from 7,675 toa 
meagre 850. Despite Both’s claims that 
the real problem lay in the organisation 
of the party’s campaign, it is clear that 
only about half of those who turned out 
to vote NP in the 1977 election were 
prepared to do so in October. Their 
reluctance has been linked to Botha’s 
declared intention of extending trade 
union rights to black workers and 
abolishing legal restrictions on inter- 
racial marriage. 

Such a backlash first became apparent 
in August at a by-election in Koedoespoort 
near Pretoria, where in a heavily white 
working class constituency the HNP made 
its first serious incursion into the NP 
vote, reducing its majority by over 5,000 
in a poll only slightly above 50%. 

Predictions at the time that the NP 
might lose the Transvaal by-elections 
proved wrong, but the decimation of its 
majority has led Botha to speculate that 
new support must be found amongst 
English-speaking immigrants more likely 
to appreciate the practicality of the army- 
backed proposals to defuse internal 
tension before a settlement in Zimbabwe 
by making ‘hard’ concessions to South 
Africa’s blacks. 

HNP leader Jaap Marais has declared 
that the results show “a rejection of this 
rotten government which now looks 
down the throat of a furious animal 
about to eat it up’’. But the HNP has not 
had everything its own way; recent 
disclosures that Neville Warrington, one 
of their Transvaal candidates, had fathered 
three children by black women in Swazi- 
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land have seriously embarrassed a party 
which made opposition to Botha’s 
proposed liberalisation of the Mixed 
Marriages Act and the Immorality Act a 
central part of their election platform. 
They have been forced to suspend 
Warrington from the party. 

A further threat to Botha comes from 
a new party formed by ex-Information 
Minister Connie Mulder. Forced out of 
the Cabinet, Mulder set up the ‘Action 
Front for National Priorities’ which he 
announced recently would soon con- 
stitute itself as a new political party. 

Like the HNP, Mulder rejected Botha’s 
new departures on race, but he claims 
that his new party will attempt to strike a 
path between the new ‘liberal’ NP and 
the HNP, looking for support amongst 
farmers, professionals and highly paid 
white workers from both the Afrikaaner 
and English-speaking communities. Mulder 
is said still to have strong support at the 
base of the National Party, despite his 
role at the centre of the Muldergate 
scandal.

WEST GERMANY 


Death Camp 
Memorial 
Vetoed 


AN APPLICATION to build a memorial 
near the site of the Esterwegen concen- 
tration camp has been turned down by 
the district government of Weser/Ems. 
Announcing the rejection, the govern- 
ment claimed that the memorial would 
be “superfluous” and would be visited 
only by “interested people who already 
knew what it was all about’’. 

More surprisingly, the government also 
saw fit to deny that thousands had died 
in the camp, claiming that the death toll 
in the camp was “only 1,317’. In any 
case, the announcement went on, from 
1936 it hadn’t been a concentration 


camp at all, but a “genuine labour camp, 
holding those who had been tried by 
proper courts according to existing laws”’. 

This apology for the judicial procedures 
of the Nazis was strongly attacked 
by the President of the state TUC, who, 
addressing a 5,000 strong TUC rally, 
accused the government of “spiritual 
confusion’’. 

The construction of the memorial has 
nevertheless gone ahead, and now stands 
illegally about 5 miles from the camp. 
The inscription upon it reads: 


You are now in the area where the 
remains of 1000s dead victims from 
the former Esterwegen concentration 
camp and other Emsland camps are 
buried. The exact number is unknown, 
because inside and outside of this area 
dead and murdered prisoners were 
simply buried secretly. 

The  Esterwegen concentration 
camp was about 7km east of here. 
There, between 1933 and 1945, 
1000s of prisoners suffered and died: 
Social Democrats, communists, con- 
servatives, trade unionists, pacifists, 
Jews, Catholics and Protestants. One 
of the most well known prisoners was 
the Nobel Peace Prize holder, Carl von 
Ossietzky. Now there is a Buneswehr 
depot on the site of the camp. Two 
kilometres south of here was the 
Borgermann concentration camp 
where the famous “Peat-bog soldiers”’ 
song was written. And there are a lot 
of other camps in Emsland. 


FRANCE 

Temporary victory in 
battle over new 
migrant controls 


INTENSIVE lobbying by MRAP (Mouve- 
ment contre Racisme et pour l’Amite 
du Peuple) has succeeded in having 
temporarily shelved draconian new restric- 
tions on the rights of immigrant workers 
in France. The new measures, contained 
in bills first presented to the Chamber of 
Deputies and the Senate early in 1979, 
were recently rediscussed by both Houses. 
Pressure from MRAP led to a defeat in 
the Senate, and the debate being deferred 
in the Chamber of Deputies. It was only 


deferred, however, because members of @ Automatic expulsion for 


the Chamber decided that insufficient 
time was left in that session to allow 
adequate discussion of the bills. So, when 
the Chamber next meets, the battle is 
likely to start all over again. 

One of these bills, known as the 
Barre-Bonet proposals, was in its original 
form considered to be such a violation

of human rights that the Law Commission 
of the National Assembly had to submit a 
series of amendments to render it more 
acceptable. Even so, its main provisions 
remained intact, and despite a call for its 
rejection by the Opposition, it was passed 
by the Chamber of Deputies earlier in the 
year. Also passed was a bill proposed by 
Boulin and Stoleru, the Labour Minister. 
Both measures were blocked, however by 
a vote in the Senate in June. 

The main provisions of the Barre- 
Bonnet Bill are that: 


@ Only: those with a guarantee of being 
able to leave France (for instance, a 
return ticket or equivalent funds), or 
holding proof that they are going to 
undertake professional activity in 
France, will be allowed to enter the 
country. 

@ Special internment camps would be set 
up to take people judged at the 
frontier to be ‘undesirable’. 

@ Possible withdrawal of ‘privileged 
residence’ visas (given to those who 
have lived in France for 20 years) in 
the event of criminal activity or 
imprisonment. 

“threats 
against public order, possession of 
false papers, failure to justify regular 
entry into France, or outstaying or 
failing to renew a visa. (In this case 
expulsions can be ordered and effected 
immediately, and there is no recourse 
to any appeal procedure). 

@ Delegation of power from the Minister 


of the Interior to the Prefect of the 
frontier Department, or of any area 
with an international airport. These 
officials then have the power them- 
selves to order and carry out an 
expulsion. 


The Boulin-Stoleru Bill is more directly 
concerned with the status and rights of 
immigrant workers, and provides for: 


@ The creation of a 3 year work permit 
which would not be automatically 


renewable. At present, immigrant 
workers can renew work permits each 
year. 


@ Withdrawal of the permit if the worker 
is employed for more than 6 months 
or if his contract of employment is 
broken, for instance by a late return 
from holiday. 

@ Imposing annual quotas in each 
Department on work permit renewals. 
These quotas would be determined by 
the fob situation’ in each area. 

@ Withdrawal of the right to stay in 
France if a work permit is not granted. 

@ Abolition of the ‘privileged residence’ 
card for foreigners who have lived in 
France for more than 20 years. This is 
to be replaced by a new card with only 
a ten-year life, only renewable if all 
taxes have been paid. 


A major implication of the proposals is 
the effect they are likely to have upon 
the ability and willingness of foreign 
workers to organise themselves and 
participate in legitimate trade union 
activity. Much of the enforcement

of the proposals is left to Ministerial 
discretion, and often discretionary powers 
may be delegated to public officials in the 
provinces. This, coupled with the fact 
that no provision is made for any auto- 
matic right of appeal, leaves open the 
very real possibility that the proposals, 
if passed, will represent little more than a 
crude arsenal of measures with which 
immigrant workers may be whipped into 
line. They mean that if jobs are short, 
the means are available to ensure that 
guest workers are unobtrusively shipped 
out of the country and their jobs filled 
by unemployed French workers. And, the 
fact that no criteria are laid down for 
deciding which immigrants will, and 
which will not have work permits 
renewed will serve as a powerful deterrent 
against foreign workers taking action to 
prevent themselves becoming an even 
more over-exploited reservoir of cheap 
labour. 

The proposals have however, run into 
a deal of oppression. In addition to strong 
rejection by the Parliamentary opposition, 
they have incurred the criticism of the 
Catholic Church, a spokesman for which 
described them as “‘contrary to Christian 
charity and justice”’. 


New evidence of 
Nazi training camps 


In the last General Elections the Front 
Nationale, many of whose members also 
hold NF cards, received very little support 
but recently there has been an increase 
in activity by the Front Nationale and 
several other groups, much of it involving 
violent attacks on Arab and African 
migrant workers, and increasingly, the 
Jewish community. There is also evidence 
that a number of groups have been 
involved in setting up training camps. 

One such camp is described in the 
latest issue of League Review, journal of 
the National Socialist League of St. 
George. Organised by Oeuvre Francais 
it was somewhat coyly described as 
being held “somewhere in Europe” on 
May 6/7. A wreath laying ceremony to 
commemorate Joan of Arc on May 27 
at Arras is described in more detail, and 
had the support of FANE (Federation 
d’Action National Européen), Front 
Nationale, St. Pious V Association and 
the Petain-Verdun Association. There is 
also reference to a small local organisation 
in the Maubeuge area, Front Uni du 
Hainaut, which is described as “hard core 
Nationalist” (they almost sound X 
certificate rated, perhaps they specialise 
in full frontals of the Nazi elite), and for 
those who like Kultur with their politics 
there is always the “cultural evenings 
with French national-revolutionaries at 
the Lynx Club at Argenteuil”’. 
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League Review also has some interes- 
ting information concerning FANE who 
have apparently quit their small rented 
office in the 20th Arrondissement to 
move into much larger premises which 
they have purchased. 

This information, plus the rather 
expensively produced magazines being 
distributed by such groups in France and 
Spain, may possibly indicate that some 
of the money from the big bank hauls 
carried out by the extreme-right, is 
findings its way into operational use. 


THE NETHERLANDS 


Menten’s Trial 
Costs £1.9 million 


ACCORDING to the Dutch Justice 
Ministry, the on-off trial of ex-SS man 
Peter Menten, currently in limbo because 
of his ill-health, has cost the Dutch tax- 
payer about £1.9 millions — and that 
excludes the cost of a round-the-clock 
police guard on his home. 

The decision of a Rotterdam court 
that the trial be postponed pending 
Menten’s recovery — admitted by the 
court to be ‘highly unlikely’ — has 
angered former members of the Dutch 
resistance who are demanding that he be 
committed to a prison hospital “‘so that 
he can recover quickly and stand trial for 
his crimes’. Instead, Menten will be 
confined to house arrest until the court’s 
decision is confirmed. After that he will 
not be allowed to leave the north-eastern 
provinces of the Netherlands. 


AUSTRALIA 


Trade Union 
Meeting Attacked 


ARMED with rice flails and staves, over 
100 supporters of the Greater Overseas 
Alliance for the National Restoration of 
Vietnam stormed the Waterside Workers 
Hall in Brisbane early in August, in an 
attempt to break up a meeting addressed 
by two Vietnamese trade union officials. 
It was the second time in only a few 


months that right-wing Vietnamese 
emigres had attacked trade union 
meetings in Australia. In an _ earlier 


episode a trade unionist was stabbed at 
Sydney Trades Hall (see Searchlight 50). 
The latest attack was a little less 
successful than the first. Police moved in 
to make arrests after the attackers had 
been repulsed by dockworkers attending 
the meeting. Even so, five of the nine 
arrested were stewards defending the 


meeting, and Queensland’s Premier Joh 
Bjelke-Petersen was later moved to 
announce that “I sympathise with the 
Vietnamese immigrants . . . but they must 
obey the law”. 

In Melbourne, Rupert Murdoch’s daily, 
The Australian, has been censured by the 
Australian Press council for describing 
the National Alliance party as being 
ideologically similar to Nazism. The press 
council found that The Australian had 
misrepresented the views of the far-right 
party, and of national secretary Frank 
Slater on several important issues. 

Only recently, in a by-election in 
Grayndler, New South Wales, the 
National Alliance picked up over 1,000 
votes in the first electoral battle it has 
contested. Much of its support was the 
result of its virulent attacks on Vietnamese 
refugees. 


KKK Moves South 


Earlier this year a KKK base was estab- 
lished in Northern Territory, apparently 
by a former policeman. Since then there 
have been reports of another branch 
being set up in Melbourne. In his annual 
report to the Federal Parliament in 
Canberra, Community Relations Com- 
missioner Al Grassby said that they had 
received several complaints about the 
Klan and that his office had been sent 
literature from them that demanded “a 
total separation of the white and black 
races in Australia, an effective blockage 
of the ‘Asian invasion’ and repatriation of 
all Indo-Chinese refugees as the ‘yellow 
peril’.”’ 

In Western Australia a publican has 
been ordered to apologise to a group of 
Aborigines who were refused service at 
his hotel. He was the first person in the 
state to have been summoned to appear 
under the Racial Discrimination Act. 
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Skinhead 


Qune 
in race 
rampage 


LAST MONTH we showed a picture taken 
outside the Crown pub, Birmingham, a 
pub where skinheads are allowed to 
meet and drink without any trouble 
from the management. On 29 September 
a gang of 30-40 skinheads from that same 
pub went on a spree through a crowded 
shopping area of the city, attacking and 
beating up several blacks on their way. 
The Saturday before that we heard 
reports of a Pakistani being beaten up 
by skinheads in the Bull Ring shopping 
centre and there have been numerous 
tales of harassment, pulling at women’s 
saris and threatening behaviour from 
gangs. 

Mohammed Tariq, who was one of the 
men attacked on 29 September described 


Mohammed Tariq, four days after being 


what happened. “I was walking towards 
town with my friend when we saw the 
gang approaching. We crossed the road 
to avoid them and it looked as though 
they were going to leave us alone. The 
next thing I knew they had jumped on 
us”. Tariq was pushed to the ground and 
several of the youths kicked his head. 
As a result his jaw was broken in two 
places and he was in hospital for 4 days 
with concussion. His friend, Azam, was 
lucky to escape with a bruised arm and 
side. He said the youths took turns to 
kick first him and then Tariq. 


The gang then went on and passed an 
Indian couple sitting in their car. They 
pulled the man, Juginder Takiar, out of 


attacked. 


the car by leaning in and opening the 
door from inside, and kicked him in the 
head. He was released from hospital the 
same day. 


Before they attacked Tariq and his 
friend the gang had apparently jumped 
on two West Indians, one of whom 
suffered a broken nose. All these incidents 
happened within a few minutes, less than 
500 yards from Digbeth police station. 
But the gang had time to run off and 
mix with the football crowds. Three 
skinheads were later arrested and iden- 
tified and eight others have been police 
bailed, pending further inquiries. Sub- 
sequently some of the charges have been 
dropped for lack of evidence. 


Bookshop still target for 


BOGLE-L-OUVERTURE BOOKSHOP 
again was the object of racist and fascist 
attack between the hours of Saturday 
the 29th and Sunday the 30th September 
1979. 

Eric Huntley, one of the Bookshop 
workers, visited the Bookshop on Sunday 
the 30th September at about 9.45 a.m. and 
found that the shop window and ceiling 
approaching the door was vandalised. 

This attack took the form of slogans 
printed in large letters: “WOGS OUT”, 
“KKK’’. Also on the floor leading to the 
passageway of the Bookshop was a fascist 
sign. 

The police were notified immediately 
but they said very little other than not 
to clean the paint because CID officers 
would call. Up to 6.15 p.m. the following 
day no CID officer had visited the shop 
nor were any calls received from Ealing or 
any other police station. 


Just recently the Ealing Borough 
Council refused the National Front 
permission to hold a meeting at the local 
Town Hall. In addition the National 
Front candidates at the recent local by- 
elections on 27th September 1979 
managed to receive only 64 votes in 
the Argyle Ward and 53 votes in the 


Pitshanger Ward. 
It will be recalled that from February 
1977 to November 1978 Bogle-L- 


Ouverture Bookshop has been the target 
of similar attacks together with 
threatening phone calls. Bogle-L-Ouver- 
ture Publications, Bookshop Joint Action, 
along with many other organisations and 
individuals all over the world have been 
protesting to the Home _ Secretary, 
demanding that he meet with members 
from the Bookshop Joint Action to 
discuss the growing threat from the 
racists and fascists who continue their

terrorist activities against Black and 
Community Bookshops throughout the 
country. 

This recent attack on the Bookshop 
takes place on the day which marked the 
fourth anniversary of the opening of 
Bogle-L-Ouverture Bookshop and ten 
years since Bogle-L-Ouverture has been 
in existence.

FRONT ACCUSED OF “CONNING”’ 
ELDERLY 

The Front were caught out again getting 
signatures for nomination papers without 
telling people who they were. In Earls 
Court where a by-election was being held, 
most of the six signatories, who were not 
actually members of the NF, said they 
did not know what they were signing and 
only did it to get rid of the men at the 
door. 

75 year old Margaret King said, “I had 
no idea what it was about till one of my 
tenants came down and said “did you 
know they were from the National 
Front?” 

Another woman in the same block of 
flats said, ““They told me that Miss King 
and the lady upstairs had signed and I 
was very surprised indeed. I thought 
straight away that they probably hadn’t 
known what they were signing. I sent 
them away with a flea in their ear. I 
heard later that an old lady across the 
road who is partially blind had also 
signed”. Christopher Hopewell, a prison 
officer and the Front’s candidate for the 
election, denied that they had tried 
to con people and said it was sheer 
coincidence that they were mostly 
elderly women. 

The signatories were followed up by 
members of the Labour Party and later 
the press. Hopewell said that they had 
sent a complaint to Transport House 
about the behaviour of the Labour Party 
agent. He said, “We don’t get this trouble 
with the Conservatives or the Liberals 
or the Ecology Party; they were quite 
friendly at the General Election’. 


LOW VOTE 


The NF candidate in Bexley Heath 
received 50 votes in a recent by-election. 
This was three less than a Mr William 
Turner who stood as being ‘Against 
extremes of Wealth’. Only 31.65 per cent 
of the electorate voted and the Tories 
retained their majority of twenty five 
seats. The NF candidate was Owen 
Hawke. 


“THEY'VE DONE US HARM” 


The Harrow branch of the NF withdrew 
their candidate for the council by- 
election last month as a result of the 
splits within the party. Leslie Le Croisette, 
branch treasurer, told the press, “The 
reasons for my withdrawal from the 
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contest are due to the serious situation 
within the party, involving its top people 
and the national press allegations con- 
cerning personal conduct on_ social 
occasions. 

“When things are seen to spoil the 
democratic running of an organisation, 
which is all too apparent at the moment, 
one must strive to put things right. I 
believe that the old smears against what 
Tyndall and Webster did when they were 
young have stuck. Let’s face it, they’ve 
done us harm.” 


IN OR OUT 

In Cornwall local organiser and former NF 
candidate for Falmouth and Camborne, 
Malcolm Swingler, has resigned from his 
position and was said to have severed all 
connections with his local group. But 
according to regional organiser Nigel 
Hedger, he is still a member of the NF. 


ORGANISER DENIES ASSAULT BY 
FELLOW MEMBERS 


Victor Logan, 24 year old organiser for 
North Herts NF, received a black eye and 
lacerated hands after getting into a fight 
at a party in Hitchin early one Saturday 
morning. He denied it had anything to do 
with other members of the National 
Front. 


FORMER PARLIAMENTARY 
CANDIDATES QUIT NF 


Two ex-Parliamentary candidates resigned 
from the Front as soon as Fountaine was 
expelled from the party. David White, 
who had been with the NF for about 
five years told the press, “Feeling is quite 
high about his expulsion in Preston”. 
He said he was having talks with the 
Conservatives with a view to joining 
them. The Tory agent in Preston said, 
“1 have met Mr White and I think we will 
have him in the party, starting with the 
Young Conservatives. I was concerned 
about his views on race relations, but he 
has satisfied me on that. He was not 
taking an extreme view’’. 

The other NF member to resign was 
Michael Dean, who stood as candidate 
for Chorley last May. 


FRONT ACTIVITY IN BELFAST 
Signs of Front activity in parts of Belfast 


have been worrying members of the Irish — 


Democratic Youth Movement, who have 
asked the police to investigate. There 


have been reports of school teachers 
being approached in Craigavon by the NF. 

In addition to this the IDYM have 
been worried by the increasing sales of 
Nazi insignia and uniform in shops in the 
Lurgan area. Sean Harding, local organiser 
of the Movement, said, ““The wearing of 
this uniform could eventually lead to 
young people being brainwashed to join 
or follow such groups as the National 
Front”’. 


THE TALE OF THE AGGRESSIVE CAT 


The former chairperson of the Bristol NF, 
Raymond Pearce, was fined £200 with 
£10 costs for having a firearm illegally 
and for causing unnecessary suffering to 
a cat. Pearce is banned from having 
firearms because of a five year sentence 
a long time ago. The gun he used was 
a .22 air rifle. 

He told magistrates that his neighbours 
cat had attacked his racing pigeons. He 
said, “I find it strange standing here with 
the real aggressor, a cat, as complainant, 
and me as a defendant. 

“Cats appear to have carte blanche 
to kill, and all I wanted to do was to 
deter it from pouncing on my pigeons.” 

Pearce said he was no longer a member 
of the National Front. 


FRONT VIOLENCE IN BURNLEY 


Two men, both members of the NF, 
attacked an Asian after they had seen him 
at a disco in Burnley, Lancs. They told 
the police, “We had seen the Paki with his 
white socialist friends. We knew them 
because we are both National Front and 
have had do’s with them’’. They followed 
him when he left and as a result of the 
assault he suffered severe bruising to his 
legs, arms, face and back and had to have 
stitches in a cut above his left eye. 

The two men pleaded guilty to 
maliciously wounding Mr Haq and to 
stealing his jacket and turban. They were 
remanded in custody while social inquiry 
reports are compiled. 


APPEAL DISMISSED 

A Norwich NF supporter jailed for 
attacking two men _ selling Socialist 
Worker had his appeal against sentence 
dismissed. He was originally placed under 
community service order for the assault 
but was jailed after he breached it. He is 
serving six months for each of the two 
assault charges, to run consecutively, 
after his appeal that they should run 
concurrently was turned down.

SOME months ago (Searchlight 46) 
we reviewed a sick and obnoxious 


paperback, The Official Irish Joke Book 
which was part of a series of the same 
name. Its main aim was apparently to 
include every offensive, denigrating, 
prejudicial comment against the Irish 
people in the guise of “humour’’, in 
order to _ substantiate the political 
attitudes towards “‘the Irish’’. 

That is why The Orange Card, a 
pamphlet by Dr Flann Campbell, 
principal lecturer in sociology and 
education at London Polytechnic, is so 
timely. In its 32 pages he explores in 
great detail the historic background to 
such attitudes. 

Lord Brockway writes, in his Fore- 
word, “I have been associated with the 
struggle for human equality for seventy 
years but never have I seen the case 
against racialism stated at greater depth 
. .. the author shows that the denigration 
of the Irish had its sources in the English 
occupation of Ireland’’. 

This crisply written account of how 
English and Scottish invaders brought 
racialism to Ireland, and camouflaged it 
as religion, will be of interest not only to

In Searchlight No.48 you described 
the NF’s General Election campaign 
which included their national march in 
Leicester, and the decision of the Chief 
Constable to allow the march to go ahead 
despite widespread opposition. Several 
thousand anti-racialists turned up on the 
counter demonstration and the NF were 
prevented from marching through the 
city centre and diverted along a short 
route to their meeting. There were several 
clashes between police and anti-racialists 
in which riot gear was used and police 
dogs were let loose on demonstrators, and 
as a result there were 87 arrests. 


students of Irish affairs but also to all 
who fight intolerance. 

Dr Campbell relates the Irish experience 
to the total picture of world imperialism 
and shows a similar origin for prejudice 
against Jews, and Asian and African 
minorities with particular reference to the 
so-called ‘National Front’. 

Of particular interest is his section on 
the psychology of prejudice in which he 
shows that tendencies confined to the 
maladjusted and psychopathic minority 
may poison the whole of society under 
conditions of economic or political strain. 

Packed with information, illustrations 
and examples, this pamphlet will be 
invaluable to all who are engaged in the 
struggle against racialism and fascism, 
and for civilised tolerant societies in 
these islands. 


Using The Media Denis MacShane. 
Pluto Press. £2.50 paperback. £7.50 
hardback. 
In order to use the media correctly it is 
important to know what makes it tick, 
and who better to tell us than Denis 
MacShane who has worked on _ the 
Daily Mirror, BBC radio and television 
and was President of the National Union 
of Journalists in 1978. 

Using The Media is a book that should 
be on the shelf of everyone active in a 
trade union, community organisation, 
local pressure group or anti-racialist 
committee. Denis MacShane rightly 
points out that to follow every single 
procedure he outlines will give no 


These events were soon overshadowed 
by those in Southall two days later 
including the killing of Blair Peach, and 
the subsequent trials of the Leicester 
defendants have received very little 
publicity. This has enabled the local 
magistrates to come down heavily on 
the anti-racists in a variety of ways. 

Nearly all the defendants were refused 
legal aid, including unemployed people 
and those accused of serious offences 
tike assault of police officers. In many 
cases additional charges were added 
without details being given to defendants 
until the day of the trial, thus making it 
impossible to prepare any defence. 

The sentencing has also been heavy, 
£250 being the standard fine for the 
catch-all “‘threatening behaviour’ with 
which most defendants have been charged. 
Some fines have been much higher, and 
six people have so far received prison 


guarantee of success, but the valuable 
information and sound advice he provides 
will, if acted upon, make it much more 
likely that your press release or activities 
will get coverage.
